Cickell and Addison. 


While Iam on the subject of the Botanic 


Gardens, it may be of interest to refer to 
that very persistent legend,. which many 


people in Dublin still believe, that 


Tickell, the poet, who had a residence on 


the site of the Botanic Gardens, was 
frequently visited there by Addison. A 
paper by Mr. Herbert Wood, assistant 
keeper of the records, on the. subject of 
‘* Addison’s Connection with Ireland,’’ 
shows the supposition to be erroneous; for 
Thomas Tickell did not reside in the 
lrouse until after the death of Addison in 
1719. Letters of Tickell’s make it clear 
that when he landed in Ireland in 1724, 
to take up his appointment as Under 
Secretary, he was entirely unacquainted 
with the country. Later he became a 
friend of Dean Swift, who held him in 
high regard as the friend and biographer 
of Addison. The shady path in the 


Gardens called '' Addison’s Walk,” which 
many fondly believe to be ‘classic ground, 


may have been so called by. Tickell in 
memory of his late friend, but it is certain 


that. the great writer himself never paced 


the path. 


A Little-known Irish Saint. 


A correspondent writes:—During a 
recent holiday in Brittany I came across 
the name of a little-known Irish missionary 
saint whom I had never even heard of 
before. It was at a place called Perros- 
Guiree, which was founded, according to 
tradition, by a St. Guirec, an Irishman. 
One of the local pardons takes place on 
this saint’s dav, and his memory is greativ 
reverenced in the district. I was not a 
little surprised, however, one day when 1 
entered a little chapel dedicated to St. 
Guirec to find a notice: “ Défense de 
ptguer des épingles” (“ Stick no pins,’’) 
I had no trouble, however, in discoverin: 
the explanation. There was in the chapel 
a wooden figure of the saint which had 
formerly stood in a little oratory now 
surrounded by the sea. It had become a 
superstition among the girls of the 
neighbourhood that, if they stuck a pin in 
the saint’s nose, they would be married 
within the year. In consequence of this 
the figure now lacks its nose, so frequent 
Lave been the proddings; and the notice 
which atthabten my attention indicated 
apparent!y a desperate attempt on the 
part of the authorities to prevent the 
superstition—now that it is thwarted in 
‘ts object—from spreading to other parts 
of the saint’s anatomy.

| Bronze Age Relics. 


My recent remarks on Dunfanaghy have 
prompted a correspondent to write as 
follows :—Besides being ‘‘ the last outpost 
of civilisation in the North-West,” and 
Raving vast stretches of shifting sands, 
Dunfanaghy is also a place of considerable 
archeological interest, and finds have 
been made there similar to those made in 
more recent years near Naas, Some time 
ago, in a part of the sand-hills of .Dun- 
fanaghy called “ The Kitchen Middens,’’ 
traces of a complete Bronze Age village 
were discovered. Remnants of the in- 
habitants’ food, oyster-shells, rabbit bones 
and the like, were found, and also such 
domestic articles as pins, needles (with 
very coarse eyes, obviously for sewing skins 
together) and brooches; most important 
of all, the skeleton of a man of great 
height was unearthed. More recently 
another discovery was made, <A peasant 
while ploughing in a field turned up a 
stone avd underneath he came upon a 
stone chamber filled with ancient gold 
ornaments. Finds like this are naturally 
few and far between, but I believe that 
old bronze needies and pins are quite 
frequently to be found among the sands. 


Martin Burke and The Shelbourne. 


A correspondent writes:—Your in- 
teresting reference the other day to ine 
Tipperary man, Martin Burke, who first 
established the Shelbourne Hotel in St. 
Stephen’s Green recalls a story “ heard 
some time ago from a clerical friend 
who knows all that is worth knowing 
about Dublin of the past. Burke was a 
good business man, and conducted: his 
hotel successfully, but according to my 
informant, the popularity of his establis)- 
ment on the Green was largely at- 
tributable to a curious fact. After the 
abortive rebellion of '48, Charles (after- 
wards, Sir Charles) Gavan Duffy was put 
on trial in Dublin, and his fate hung 
on a thread. To the delight of his friends, 
however, the jury in the case disagreed, 
and it somehow leaked out that the 
solitary author of the “ disagree- 
ment "’ was Martin Burke, who happened 
to be on the jury. For the rest of his 
days Martin was one of the most popular 
men in Dublin, and of course, his 
popularity reacted favourably on his 
hotel business. 


Modern Inventions. 


On the pier of a minute Western har- 
bour some fishermen sat and talked about 
the .wonders of modern science, and the 
stranger was deeply interested to hear 
their views upon these things. 

Motor cars, they agreed, were splendid 
things, and the lorry that took their fish 
to the distant railway station was a great 
improvement on the horse-drawn vehicle 
that took so long to go. Aeroplanes they 
regarded as both useless and exceedingly 
dangerous. ‘‘If you can go up itself,” 
one said, with an expressive gesture, 
‘““you can come down twice as quick.’’

The first Romanes Lecture was delivered 
in 1892, and the lecturer was Mr. W. E. 
Gladstone, who, after some hesitation, 
finally accepted the pressing invitation 
of Dr, Romanes to inaugurate the series, 
saying in his letter of acceptance: “Í 
thought, and still think, it right to 
refuse; for no one knows my poverty 
except myself.

PROPOSED EXHIBITION IN 
BRUSSELS. 


A proposed exchange oí art exinbilio 
between the Free State and Belgium is taking 
shape. The proposal has been under the con 
sideration in Dublin of Mr. Dermod O'Brien, 
P.R.H.A.; Mr. George Atkinson, R.1H.A.; 
Dr, Thomas Bodkin. and Mr. Leo Whelan, 
R H.A. who have consented to act as 
honorary directors if adequate assurances 
support can be. obtained. 

The initial suggestion was mete by Mr. 
Led van Puyvelde, Director in Chieí of the 
Royal Museums in Belgium, and on the in-

vitation of Mr. Maurice Goor, Belgian Consul- 


General, Dublin, several well-known people 
in Irish art met at the Belgian Consulate 
in Dublin and formed an executive committee 
and a committee of patronage. 

It is intended that the exhibition should 
consist of drawings, paintings, engravings, 
and sculptare executed by Lrish artists ab 
home and abroad during the present century, 
together with a few special examples of recet't 
work in the more important crafts practised 
in Ireland. 

It is intended that the proposed exhibition 
should be held in Brussels in the last three 
weeks in May, concurrently with the cet- 
tenary celebrations of Belgian  inde- 
pendence, and the Belgian authorities are 
prepared to grant a suitable hall for the 
exhibition.

Senator O'Farrell, in the course of a statc- 
ment, which he has sent us, with reference

COAST EROSION IN GLARE. 

The problem of coast erosion, which is 
about to be investigated by a Government 
Committee; is assuming ‘very grave dimen- 
sions in CO. CLARE. The repeated damage 
wrought at Lahinch has been widely dis- 
cussed, but in less known dire¢tions the in- 
roads of the sea are working heavy destruc 
tion, the repair of which has at intervais 
imposed considerable burdens on the County 
Council, In reply to a questionnaire from 
the Coast Erosion Committee,’ the County 
Surveyor (Mr. Frank Dowling, B.E.), says : 
“he condition of affairs in Clare is vary 
serious. Places like Lahinch and Cappa, 
near Kilrush, are in imminent danger of 
being wiped out, and it is beyond the power 
of the County Council to take any steps 
that would give them any degree of per- 
manent safety.”

CORK, Thursday. 

Mr. Ernest Blythe, the Vice-President of 
the Executive Council of the Irish Free State, 
defended the policy of the Government in 
regard to compulsory Ivish when he addressed 
the members’ of the Cork Cumann na 
nGaedheal Debating Guild to-night. Professor 
Porter, University College, Cork, presided, 
and there was a large attendance of the 
general public. 

Before the lecture Mr. Blythe was the 
uest of the local Government party at a 
unvheon, following which he paid a visit 
to Messrs, Henry Ford and Sons’ factory. 

MR. BLYTHE. 

Mr. Blythe, in the course of his lecture, 
said that he looked upon the policy of pre- 
serving and reviving the Irish language not 
merely as Government policy. He believed 
that it was in the truest sense a national 
policy. Some people spoke as if it were 
something which the group of men who con- 
stituted the Executive Council, or the larger 

roup who constituted Dail Eireann, had 
orced on the country. That was not so, 
It was a fact that long ago the Irish people 
made it clear that they were prepared to use 
any powers of government that might be in 
their hands for the purpose of preserving the 
Irish language, and of securing its extension 
throughout the country. People like 
Pearse and Griffith regarded it as essential 
to the continuance of Irish nationality. 

People had recently said that ‘was not 
Griffith’s view, and a phrase from some of 
his early writings had been called in support 
of that contention. He remembered talking 
to Griffith in Reading Jail in 1916, and 
distinctly remembered hearing Griffith say 
that his views in regard to the Irish lan- 

uage had changed. When he came back 
rom South Africa to edit the United Jrish- 
man he had some doubt that the Irish lan- 
uage was essential to the life of the country, 
ut, after a time he came truly to the opinion 
that if the Irish language were lost the Irish 
nation, as he knew it and as those who went 
before him knew it, would disappear. 

EXPENDITURE ON THE LANGUAGE. 

It was sometimes stated that if a plebiscite 
were taken in this country on the question of 
compulsory Irish the majority would be 
against it. He was perfectly satisfied, how- 
ever, and even those who put forward that 
opinion were satisfied, that this would not be 
the result. The position clearly was that 
not only was the present Government com- 
mitted to the existing policy in regard to 
compulsory Irish, but a preécisely similar 
course would have to be followed by any 
succeeding Government. Therefore, not only 
would the present efforts of the State be 
continued, but they must also be gradually 
increased, The country was committed for 
the next thirty or forty years to the expen- 
diture of a considerable amount of money, 
and it was the duty of all who were charged 
with public responsibility to ensure that that 
money was not going to be fruitlessly ex- 
pended or their efforts fruitlessly undertaken. 
If they did not mean to strive to the fullest 
by every device in their power to make Irish 
a living tongue they had better draw a clean 
line. Nothing could be more wasteful than 
to spend a certain sum of money for a num- 
ber of years if they did not mean to revive 
and promote thé language. 

It was said by opponents of the Govern- 
ment in this respect that they were going 
ahead too fast, but the amount of money 
that they spent annually at present was not 
by any means excessive. The suni was re- 
quired to some extent for the maintenance of 
preparatory colleges for boys and girls who 
intended. to become national teachers. 
In those preparatory schools instruction was 
given through the medium of Irish. The 
benefits of this were demonstrated in the re- 
cent Intermediate examination results. In 
their case the teaching of Irish had not 
proved to be a handicap, as was frequently 
suggested, and from an: educational view- 
point the money spent and the efforts ex- 
pended were invaluable, 


IRISH IN THE HOME, 

The language could not be saved unless 
there was a popular movement alongside 
State effort for the purpose. The State 
could cause a great number of people to 
learn Irish by various devices, but it could 
not cause the people to speak Irish in their 
homes. It was only by speaking Irish in the 
homes that the language could be kept alive. 
He believed that voluntary effort without 
State assistance had no more chance of being 
successful—things being as they were—than 


ance. 

““In a matter of this kind,” he declared, 
““those who are not with us are against us 
involuntarily,’’ 

He mentioned how in the early days of the 
movement he had been in an Irish-speaking 
district, and one evening everyone in the 
house was speaking Irish. After some time 
a man came in who could not speak the lan. 
guage, and then everybody began to. speak 

nglish. That was the influence of one man 
who could not speak the language, With the 
greatest popular enthusiasm that could be 
worked up for the language, there mast be 
the insistent, unchanging, all pervading in- 
fluence of the power that the State” could 
bring to bear in favour of the Irish language. 

So far as he knew no country had ever at- 
tempted the difficulty of. thé. task that they 
had undertaken. They would be misleading 
themselves if they thought that the ‘measures 
that proved sufficient in other countries would 
be sufficient here. If the Gaeltacht went the 
attempt to revive Irish would be like 
an attempt to revive Latin over the greater 
part of Europe. Jt would be fantastic. They 
would not save the Gaeltacht by. action in 
the Gaeltacht merely, no matter what money 
they poured into the Gaeltacht. The Gaeltacht 
could only be saved when, with their effort 
to save it, there was a. movement in the 
rest of the country that would leave the 
tae of the Gaeltacht no option but to 

elieve that tha people of the rest of the 
country had sincerely repented of what théir 
fathers and grandfathers did in the 
nineteenth century, and showed that they 
wert determined to revive the language. 

THE MEDIUM OF INSTRUCTION. 

Mr. Blythe went on to defend the efforts 
of the Government in regard to the preserva- 
tion of the Gaelic tonghe, and he admitted 
that if the State simply left the matter to 
the people, they could ndt maintain sufficient 
individual interest, and the language would 
fall out of use in all areas. Even if they 
succeeded in what they were atiempting, and 
all that had been accomplished since 1922 
was mierely the beginning, the Government 
would still have to continge a dafinite policy. 
They had to face the “onslaught of the 
literature, papers, and books printed in 
English that poured into the country, to- 
gether with the influence of the broadcasting 
and “ talkies.’’ But Irish must become the 
medium of instru¢tion in schools and colleges ; 
and in public administration and their Law 
Courts, in all spheres of life in the Free 
State, Irish would be essential, even though 
there was ctrtain opposition to their pro- 
posals among the legal fraternity, They 
could look forward to the day within a 
reasonable time when all ,ost-primary educa- 
tion, and all primary education, would be 
given in Irish.

COAL PRICES IN 
IRELAND: 


OPINIONS OF BELFASLT 
IMPORTERS, 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Thursday. 


From inquiries which I have made in Bel- 
fast in reference to the reported agreement 
between collieries in Great Britain and Irish 
coal importers, the effect of which might in- 
crease the price of coal in Ireland by as much 
as four shillings a ton, I understand that it 
was the hope of British colliery firms to in- 
duce the Irish importers to enter into an 
agreement, but the proposal has generally 
been received with hostility, and the im- 
porters are determined not to enter into any 
agreement which would have the effect of 
raising the price of coal to themselves and 
their customers. 

One of the leading Belfast ccal merchants, 
whom I interviewed to-day, said that no com- 
bination had been entered into either amongst 
the Irish coal importers, North and South, 
or with the British colliery owners, There 
were some discussions some time ago regard- 
ing the voluntary coal schemes suggested for 
Great Britain, but since the Labour Govern- 
ment had made this scheme compulsory, Ire- 
land has dropped out entirely from the dis- 
cussion. 

‘There is no desire,” he said, “ to increase 
the price of coal in Ireland in the immediate 
future, and, as a matter of fact, the reduced 
summer prices should come into operation 
about the month of May. 


THE COMPETITION OF ELECTRICITY. 


Irish coal importers do not see why they 
should pay more for coal than they can get it 
at elsewhere. The development of the 
Shannon electricity scheme, with a large 
supply of power for manufacturing purposes, 
and the unlimited supply of peat fuel for 
household purposes are factors in Ireland 
which, it is believed, will prevent the raising 
of the price of coal to an undue extent. 

Another coal merchant said: “ You may 
take it from me that there will be no com- 
bination like that which has been suggested, 
or any possibility of coal being raised, as 
stated, by 4s. per ton. Now, that the col- 
lieries have Jost their individuality under the 
compulsory regional scheme, it is quite pos- 
sible that we may have to form ourselves 
into a body, as the individual importer would 
be at a disadvantage in dealing “with a unit, 
but no decision has yet been taken in regard 
to the matter.

AFFILIATION ORDERS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISI TIMES. 

Sirn,—As it is desirable that the public 
should have an accurate and well-informed 
knowledge of such an important question as 
that dealt with by Miss Cruice in your issue 
of the 27th inst., you will, perhaps, permit 
me to a her remarks. I, too, have 
had considerable experience in dealing with 
the question of unmarried mothers and their 
children. I have taken an interest in this 

roblem for more than twenty years, and 
ave made a study of it not only here at 
home, but also in Paris and in London. 
Speaking not only for myself, but also for 
those who work with me, we frankly welcome 
the coming into existence of this Affiliation 
Order Bill as tho first step in the solution of 
what is really a difficult question affecting 
morals and economics. 

In any attempt to solve this social problem 
the economic issue is a very msistent one. 
To enable the unfortunate mother to main- 
tain herself and the child has always been 
one of the difficulties to be overcome. In so 
far as this measure tends to enforce that the 
father of the child shall be responsible for 
its maintenance, it is worth having from the 
point of view of help to the mother, and— 
what is even more important—justiee to the 
innocent child. The enforced separation of 
the mother from the child, entailed hy. her 
attempts to support herself and her child by 
her own efforts, has proved to be one of the 
most fruitful causes of infant mortality, and 
has contributed much to the high death-rate 
in Dublin. The ability to remain with, and 
care for, her child will have the twofold 
effect of giving the child physically a fair 
start in hfe and of giving the mother an 
opportunity of cultivating the love and regard 
for her child, which is one of the natural 
growths of motherhood. The care of the 
child is one of the most important levers in 
the reformation of the mother, and acts as a 
deterrent should temptation again assail her. 
As this bill. properly translated into law, 
will enable the mother to exercise this care, 
it will. be welcomed by all who recognise that 
our duty to the helpless and unwanted child 
is &@ paramount one. Neglect of the unfor- 
tunate illegitimate child helps to swell the 
ranks of criminals and the numbers to be 
supported by the State in reformatories and 
industrial schools, and tends to increase 
illegitimacy, as many of those who follow the 
career of these children can testify. 

I am less deeply concerned with the 
members of the sheltered classes—whose 
relatives can pay large sums for the adoption 
of the child in suitable homes and for the 
hushing up of the whole incident—than with 
the poor working girl, who in her trouble has 
no aid but her own efforts. 1 am satisfied 
that this Act will be a helpful and a bene- 
ficial one. Nobody is compelled to avail her- 
self of its provisions, but the fact that there 
is a legal remedy for the unemployment and 
consequent lack of means which unmarried 
motherhood implies will help to alleviate the 
hardships incidental to such a state; and the 
knowledge that a girl has a legal remedy will 
encourage her to make efforts to have her 
claim and that of the child recognised. 

May I add that, in my opinion, the hearing 
of first cases in public is not desirable? I 
hope to see a clause inserted, making it 
mandatory that all proceedings arising out of 


a first case shall be heard tn. camera.—Yours, 
etc., Mary CosGRAVE.

Sin,—-Mr. Efférnan says that the area of 
greatest interference from the new station 
will be within a cireje of comparatively 
thinly populated country, and that Dublin 
will be on the fringe of this circle. This 
means that valve set users within a seventy- 
mile radius of the station will be subject 
to some degree of interference, while those 
within a 30-35 mile radius will be Wnable 
to receive any other station. As a result, a 
great many listeners within the latter area 
must scrap their sets, and, unless a drastic 
change is ‘made in the Insh’ programmes, 
will cease to own even a crystal set. 
At present we pay ten shillings for 
licence and are forced to pay duty on ail 
parts that we require, but we are free to 
sample the excellent programmes broadcast 
bythe B.B.C. and some of the’ foreign 
stations. Apparently the Government intend 
to force us to pay our ten shillings to listen— 
if we wish to listen at all—to a programme,

EMPIRE FREE TRADE PLAN 
PRAISED. 


At the annual luncheon of the Portadown 

Chamber of Commerce, in the Imperial Hotel, 
Portadown, yesterday afternoon, Mr. 
H. Webb, D.L., speaking on the industria! 
outlook, said that he felt that it was the duty 
of those who were privileged to speak at 
business gatherings to draw public attention 
to the deplorable condition of staple indus- 
tries in Northern Ireland and in Great 
Britain. ! 

Referring to the fact that an increasing 
volume of manufactured commodities were 
being imported, while home factories and 
mills were standing idle and many workers 
unemployed, Mr. Webb said that politicians 
were not really fit to handle economic 


‘matters of such importance to the welfare 


of the community. 

The one thing the public expected of 
Parliament was that something practical 
should be done to disperse the industrial de- 
pression and provide work for the people. 

He was in favour of the proposition to 
put an import duty on manufactured articles, 
aud to give agriculture a bonus out of the 
duties collected. 

In conclusion, he said that a tariff on 
foreign manufactured articles, with either a 
substantial preference or free entry to the 
Dominions, and with the addition of a sub- 
sidy on home-grown agricultural products 
taken ont of the duties collected, would 
quickly alter the situation to our advantage, 
and would not increase the cost of living.

Divided Ireland. 


A gloomy picture of economic condi- 
tions in Northern Iveland and Great 
| Britain was painted by Mr. W. H. Webb, 
President of the Portadown Chamber of 
Commerce, at yesterday’s annual meeting 
of that body. Mr. Webb. quoted exten- 
sively from trade returns to prove that 
Northern Irish, as well as British, indus- 
tries were losing ground steadily. This 
situation, he said, was attributed by some 
to an alleged depression in world trade, 
but the “latest figures showed that the 
volume of world trade had increased by 
some twenty-five per cent. since 1913, 
whereas Britain and Northern Ireland 
had retained only eighty-thres per cent. 
of their pre-war share, In Mr. Webb’s 
view, the main cause of this decline 
has been the ineptitude of politicians. 
The imperial market ought to be 
preserved for citizens of the Empire, 
and, if an intelligent policy were pursued, 
prosperity would be easy of attain- 
ment. Mr. Webb believes firmly in a 
system of free trade within the Empire, 
with a heavy tariff against all foreign 
competitors. This scheme, at the moment, 
is being advocated with much energy 
in England, It has the support of 
many thoughtful men, but the English 
people have an inveterate suspicion of 
anything that savours of protection, 
especially in regard to food and raw 
materials. They are not likely to approve 
of any policy that, even remotely, might 
increase the cost of living. Furthermore, 
the self-governing Dominions hitherto 
have displayed no enthusiasm for the 
new plan. 

Free trade within the British Empire 
is a great ideal, which some day, perhaps, 
may be fulfilled. In the meanwhile, the 
people of Ireland are faced with a 
problem which to them is just as 
important. Mr. Webb deplored the fact 
that Northern Ireland's industries were 
languishing. Not only the ship-building 
and linen trades, but agriculture and the 
smaller manufacturing industries, are far 
behind their pre-war standard of pros- 
perity. A like situation exists in the Free 
State, and it can be traced back to the 
same cause—namely, partition, Ireland 
before the War was an economic unit. 
‘The North. fulfilled one function, . the 
South another. They. were complementary, 


“and their combined activities made this 


little island one of the most prosperous 
countries, in the world, Partition shattered 
the whole structure of Ireland’s economy.

The purpose of statesmanship 
is to overcome apparently ~ insuperable 
difficulties, Far more serious problems 
are being solved. every week on the 
Continent of Europe; yet our Irish 
Ministers seem to be content to allow 
matters to drift, in the vague hope that 
something may happen. sooner or 
later, to set them right, © We shall 
remind the two Irish Governments 
once more that they have failed to 
observe their agreement of December, 
1925. They undertook solemnly to meet 
together from time to time as, and when, 
matters of common interest should arise ; 
but, so far as we know, they have not 
had a single meeting during the last four 
years, New tariffs have been imposed 
almost every year by the Free State 
Government: are they not matters of 
common interest? Does not the tourist 
traffic come under that head, and have 
not motoring regulations a common basis 
in both States? There are a hundred 
other problems that demand common 
treatment, but so long as North and South 
ignore .each other’s existence none of 
them will be solved. 


The North-West Frontier. 


While the world pursues its exciting 
progress, the North-West Frontier of 
India, although touched occasionally by 
the inventions of far. Detroit, remains an 
unchanging feature in a changing age. 
The dream of Sandeman, that wo..corful 
officer who recognised in the wild 
frontiersman the psychology and essential 
tractability of an engaging child, still acts 
as a beacon to his more imaginative 
successors. Indeed, it has permeated into 
the sedate fastness of an official report. 
‘““Tf the foundations of a Frontier 
Province are well and truly laid,” says 
the Indian North-West Frontier Inquiry 
Committee, “it is not wholly visionary to 
hope that, with the gradual march of 
civilisation into the tribal districts, these, 
too, will eventually join their kindred of 
the districts in forming a strong and con- 
tented community.” It is common know- 
ledge that between British India and 
Afghanistan there is a no man’s land, 
inhabited by Wazirs, Mahsuds, Africdis 
and other tribes, nominally under the 
control of the Indian Government, but in 
fact maintaining a boisterous indepen- 
dence. These people have maintained the 
hearty, if tiresome, habits which enabled 
Babar to use them as the spear-point of his 
attack on Hindustan. With them raiding 
has passed from the status of a business to 
that of a sport. Punitive expeditions, 
sent against them by Peshawar, have been 
regarded as a natural consequence of their 
behaviour—a sort of free kick for off-side. 
When aeroplanes first were used to bomb 
his villages after an unusually ferocious 
foray, the simple and direct Mahsud con- 
sidered that the Raj was cheating. Time, 
however, not only has accustomed him to 
this “ winging forward,” but has brought 
the internal combustion engine within his 
own reach. According to the Delhi Cor- 
respondent of The Times, the motor car is 
effecting a rapid change in the hitherto 
immutable character of the frontiersman, 
and the Indian Government is faced with 
an unforeseen problem, Aged, but useful, 
vehicles pant their noisy way along 
mountain tracks, bearing truculent and 
heavily armed clansmen upon their pro- 
bably illegal business. The Army chiefs 
in India are averse from any policy “' of 
bellicose militarism,’’ and, prompted by 
the kegend of Sandeman, are experiment- 
ing, perhaps wisely, with a middle course. 
Military occupation has been superseded 
by an irregular force of Khassadars and 
Scouts. The personnel of the Khassadars 
is supplied by the Mahsuds themselves, 
while the Scouts are a mobile detachment, 
disciplined by British officers, Certain 
garrisons still are maintained m a few key 
positions, more as a witness of imperial 
majesty than as an immediate menace to 
the evil-doer, Thus a constructive and 
reasuneble yoliey nas been evolved which 
augurs well, The Government hopes that 
between the Khassadars—who may be 
termed the regularisation of irregularity— 
and the moter car an. ultimate and 
permanent peace may be achieved in 
territories where for centuries battle has 
been a daily exercise. Yet we may wonder 
how a collapse of authority at Delhi under 
the guise of Dominion status would affect 
these virile people; for the new system of 
control depends essentially upon the 
continuance of a strong central Govern- 


ment. 


Poisons. 


Sir William Wilcox, lecturing before the 
British Medical] Association on Wednesday, 
traced the history of the poisoner from 
its crude beginnings through its splendid 
career, We are told that the practice 
originally was under the patronage of the 
Sumerian goddess Gula, ‘‘ Mistress of 
Charms and Spells”? and ‘‘ Controller of 
Noxious Poisons.” The ancient world 
regularly employed deadly drugs for legal 
and illegal purposes, but methods of ad- 
ministration—except in the notable instance 
of Hercules’s shirt—were stili crude and 
unimaginative. Criminals, of course, were 
removed from Athens by a draught of 
hemlock; and in 331 B.C. thirty Roman 
‘matrons, caught in the act of concocting 
a poison, were compelled bv the magis- 
trates to drink it themselves. What the 
Aryan races lacked in subtlety, however, 
was balanced by the ingenuity of the 
Chinese; it is fair to assume that a race

not long ago a high official of Scotland’ 


Yard was deceived by a box of ' poisoned 
chocolates. The treatment of bread with 
powdered glass seems to be a modern 
innovation, and there can be no question 
about its artistry. Contemporary poisoners 
find increasing difficulty in the conduct of 
their business. Research has discovered 
antidotes for most of the drugs that 
once were thought to be deadly, and 
Poisons Acts have restricted the sale of 
the necessary ingredients.

** In the Files.’’ . 


The Marx-Engels Institute of Moscow 
has acquired a set of The Times from 
1800 to the present day. This is the 
greater portion of a complete set which, 
until recently, was in the possession of the 
Royal Statistical Society. The remaining 
part, consisting of the issues from 1785 to 
1800, was acquired by The Times Publish- 
ing Company to help in the completion of 
its own file. Presumably, one hundred 
and thirty years’ issues of The Times 
might form a respectable cargo for a small 
ship; for at present a single year’s issues 
comprise four huge volumes. It is interest- 
ing to speculate whether the bulk of this 
enormous file can be equalled by that of 
any other publication. Various journals, 
indeed, are older. Among Irish news- 
papers the Belfast News-Letter, which 
goes back to 1737, and the defunct 
Freeman’s Journal were founded at earlier 
dates, but the aggregate mass of all the 
issues of either could not challenge 
that of The Times. The Morning 
Post, too, and the Birmingham Gazette 
are superior in age, but inferior in 
bulk. It may be that the collected 
volumes of the New York Times 
approach more nearly than those of any 
other publication; for, although that 
journal is the junior of The Times by 
fifty-six years, its separate numbers are 
larger. Probably the volumes of Law 
Reports, if they are considered as a single 
publication, or the records of  parlia- 
mentary debates, would bear comparison. 
It seems that no such extensive file of 
The Times as that which now goes to 
Moscow has appeared in the market for 
many years. There is irony. in the fact 
that one of the best files of Britain’s most 
constitutional newspaper should go to the

St. James's Palace was humming like a 
beehive this morning before the meeting of 
the plenary session of the Naval (Coy. 
ference ; for all the members of the deloga- 
tions and all the journalists attached to 
the Conference seemed to be present in 
the approaches to the great red and gold 
drawing-room of Queen Anne. where the 
Conference sat. In this fine apartment 
there was a great fire of wooden logs burn. 
ing in the huge fire basket on the hearth. 
while the room was lighted by several gold 
chandeliers. The Prime Minister sat a 
the head of a horse-shoe table, with M. 
Tardieu on his right and Mr. Henderson 
on his left, all the other delegates being 
seated at the table in alphabetical order. 
Round the room stood or sat a number of 
journalists who had the entrée for to-day, 
since an ingenious scheme has been evolved 
by which a certain number of newspaper 
representatives are to be permitted to enter 
the actual Conference chamber in turn 
at the plenary session. The remaining 
journalists were accommodated in the ad- 
joining apartments, most of them in the 
Banqueting Hall, which, fitted with wicker 
chairs and small tables, rather resembled 
the lounge of an hotel. Here the nows- 
paper men could listen to the proceedings, 
which were retailed to them ria lond 
speakers, and at the same time take their 
ease. 


An Advance. 


The advance made at the 
this morning is regarded in diplomatic 
circles as of considerable importance, and 
for the first time there seems to be a 
decided opinion that something useful will 
come out of the proceedings. Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald said that the partition is so 
small that, if one were to place a candle 
on one side, one would see the light from 
the other, and that he was sure that the 
committee appointed to deal with the 
tonnage question would reach agreement. 
The remark is interesting, because in 
diplomatic circles there is a feeling that 
something worth while must come out of 
the Conference, if only because of 
reputations of the statesmen engaged in 
the deliberations. A diplomatist said to 
me this morning that, when personages 
of such importance are engaged in pro- 
ceedings of such magnitude, something 
must happen. It would never do for them 
to sit for weeks and come to no conclu- 
sions.

Wine and Spirts.

NAVAL STRENGTH. 


TERMS OF FRENCH 
PROPOSAL. 


ACCEPTED AS A BASIS OF 
DISCUSSION. 


—T— 


It is learned on high authority that the 
| following are the terms: of the French 
proposal for the whole Conference, which 
was accepted as a compromise and a basis 
of discussion at yesterday’s plenary meet- 
ing. The French propose :— 

First—That each nation shall specifiy a 
maximum figure of its total tonnage, 
which it undertakes not to exceed, 

Secondly—Each nation will undertake 
to specify a figure for each category 
of ships, and the French undertake 
not to exceed that figure. 

The first figure, which would include all 
the categories, would be the global tonnage 
of each nation. 
According to the French proposal, each 
nation would have the right to devia‘e 
from its category allocation up to a certain 
percentage yet to be decided upon, and 
also under the condition of giving notice 
of an agreed period to all the other parties 
to the Treaty. Whatever the deviation, 
the maximum global tonnage must not be 
exceeded. 

The proposal to transfer from one 

category to another is applicable to all 

the categories. 

When the category scheme was first 

devised ships were divided into four 

categories: Under the compromise at 

Geneva one further category was added, 

and the categories, according to the latest 

French proposal, number six, which are: 

1—Battleships, including ships of 10,000 
tons, and (or) carrying eight-inch 
guns; 

2—Cruisers 
guns ; 

5—Surface craft carrying less than six- 
inch guns. Destroyers will be in- 
cluded in this category ; 
4—-Aircraft carriers ; 

5—Submarines ; 

6—A general category of auxiliary 
vessels, including such as mine- 
sweepers. 

According to this categorica] formula, 

cruisers are divided into two categories, 

and it is hoped that this will simplify 
the consideration of a very difficult and 
complicated problem. 


THE PRESENT POSITION. 


Mr. Hugh Wilson, the American spokes- 
man, yesterday told the Press Conference 
that it was possible that the Steering 
Committee would concentrate for the time 
being solely upon the French compromise, 
and would formulate general proposals for 
consideration by a full Conference. 

In the meantime, it is understood that 
the delegations will take up other points 
which must receive preliminary considera- 
tion before they can be investigated at a 
plenary meeting. 


ITALIAN OPINION. 


It is learned that the Italian delegates 
regarded yesterday's proceedings as dis- 
tinctly favourable. The Italian delegates 
will take an active part in the work of the 
Committee which will deal with the ques- 
tion of global and categorical tonnage ; 
but, in. accordance with the provision 
which Signor Grandi made clear yesterday 
morning, Italy will not pledge herself to 
these points, but will reserve her opinion 
until the questions which her delegates 
have tabled on the agenda have been con- 
sidered.

COMMONS AND THE 
CONFERENCE. 
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KEEPING IN TOUCH. 
Asked by Mr. Baldwin what procedure 
he intended to adopt, so that the House of 
Commons might be kept informed of the 
progress of the Naval Conference, Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald yesterday replied 
that it was neither in accordance with 
precedent nor in the national interest 
that questions on the business of a con- 
ference like this should be put during 
the progress of the conference on its day- 
to-day work. That would make the tasks 
of the British delegation impossible. 
However, he continued, there might be 
points in the progress of the work of the 
Conference: when. a statement might pro- 
perly be made to the House, and if tlie 
leaders of either of the other parties would 
consult him whenever they thonght that 
information was required, he would be 
glad to discuss with them the advisability 
of a question.

MESSAGE TO WASHINGTON,

APPELLANTS’ REPLY. 
From Our CoRRESPONDENT, 


| LONDON, Thursday. 
Lord Sankey (the Lord Chancellor), 
Lord Blanesburgh, Lord Hanworth, Lord 
Thankerton and Lord Russell of Killowen, 
sitting as a Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council to-day, continued the hear- 
ing of an appeal by the Performing Right 


Supreme Court. of the Irish Free State 
relating to the Society’s action against 
the Bray Urban District Council for 
alleged in veement of copyright by allow- 
ing: the Council’s band to play on the 
oe at Bray two musical’ pieces— 
“ Venus on Earth ” and “ Lilac Time ’’— 


appellants. 

The judgment of the Court of first 
instance was in favour of the appellants, 
but on appeal the Supreme Court reversed 
the decision, hence the present appeal to 
the Privy Council. 


THE RESPONDENTS’ CASE. 

The case for the appellants was con- 
cluded, and that of the respondents opened 
by Mr. Battersby, K.C., on Tuesday. The 
case for the respondents was now resumed 
by Mr. Dickie, K.C., whose contention 
was that the Copyright Act, 1911, was not 
in operation in the Irish Free State at the 
time when the appellants’ copyright was 
alleged to have been infringed in August. 
1926. | 
Mr. Dickie, at the outset, drew the 
attention of the Board to the fact that. 
after it had given leave to appeal to the 
Privy Council, and pending the appeal 
itself, a letter was written by the Secre- 
tary of the appellant Society to The 
Times (making an attack on the 
Government of the Irish Free State for 
passing the Copyright Act of 1929, and 
insinuating that it was done for the 
purpose of depriving the Society of its 
costs. As that Board was not a permanent 
court. said ‘counsel, there was no power 
to raise the question of contempt of Court 
at the time. 

Not only was the letter published in 


Parliament on the subject. He did not 
know in what position they in Ireland 
stood, but if the thing had happened in 
that country, he thought that the writer 
and the editor would have found them- 
selves in jail. He raised the matter as 
being one calculated to have a very serious 
effect not only in Ireland, but throughout 
the country. 

He did not suggest that such letters 
would influence the Privy Council in any 
way. It was not the effect on that Board 
that he was considering, but the effect 
produced on clients in Ireland, . 


POSITION OF THE BAND. 

Dealing with the contention that the 
band hired by the Council had a licence 
from the appellants to perform the works 
alluded to, Mr. Dickie pointed out that 
the Secretary of the Band wrote to the 
Town. Clerk of Bray that the bandsmen 
were members of the Performing Right 
Society ‘and could perform any music 
without fear of infringing copyright. The 
Society having thus said that there was 
a licence to perform, how could the Society 
bring this action? There was no more 
than that in the case, said Mr. Dickie, 
and Venus herself, he added, could not 
have thought of her case raising a con- 
stitutional crisis. (Laughter. ) 

With regard to the musical taste and 
choice of the people of Bray, it was repre- 
sented by a man who knew only two tnnes. 
One was “God Save the King ” and the 
other was not—(laughter)—one piece was 
as good as another. 

Mr. Dickie mentioned that a recent 
storm had removed the band stand, but it 
had since been “put back.” (Laughter.) 

If the local Town Clerk had to look out 
every song to be played by the band in a 
list more appalling than land registry, the 
life of a lawyer would not be worth 
living. (Laughter.) To hire a band 
would be to set out on a journey, in the 
legal phrase, for no known destination. 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. Dickie proceeded to state that the 
choice of the programme was left to the 
band, and no act of the respondents had 
caused a breach of the Copyright Act. 
The Lord Chancellor, interposing, said 
that the Board would not trouble him 
further to argue the facts, but would like 
Mr. Bevan, for the Society, to make any 
reply that he could to the facts as Mr. 
Dickie had stated them. 

Mr. Bevan thereupon addressed their 
lordships on this part of the case, 

The hearing was adjourned until to- 
morrow.

EX-DICTATOR’S STORY OF 
HIS DOWNFALL, 
From Revurer’s CORRESPONDENT: 


MADRID, Thursday Night. 

Tn an interview to-night, General Primo 
de Rivera, the former Dictator, said: I 
must clear up the events which took place 
last Sunday. Towards the end of Decem- 
ber I realised I was losing the confidence 
of those circles whose support was neces- 
sary to mé in the preparation of my plans 
for ending the Dictatorship. My object 
in consulting .the chiefs of the Army and 
Navy was to ascertain whether IT enjoyed 
their confidence, and I was determined, if 
they failed me, to tender my resignation, 

““ 1 was unable to consult the naval and 
military leaders, because, by a mistake in 
procedure, I precipitated a crisis. When 
I was summoned hy the King on Sunday 
I found that he had been annoyed by my 
démarche concerning the officers, I, there- 
fore, resigned. 

““I must deny the rumour that I had 
demanded the dismissal of the Infante 
Carlos, and that the refusal of the King 
was the reason for my resignation. li 
the political parties are left free at the 
forthcoming elections, I am sure that the 
Patriotic Union will make their mark. 

“ As for myself, I shall go into the 
country to rest for a few months and put 
my papers in order, although I do not 
intend to write a history of the Dictator- 
ship—that I shall leave to more skilled

I shall await in silence for 
the facts. to speak for themselves, and

Stated broadly, the representations 
which led to the. appointment of the 
Greater Dublin Commyssion of Inquiry 
were :— ' 

(1) That the extension of the 
municipal area was overdue, and, owing: 
to the developments of modern transport 
and the need for wide. town-planning 
activities, had «become a matter «i 
urgency. 

(2) That unnecesary. duplication of 
miinicipal services and general dissipa- 
tion of civic resources was invelved in 
the administration of the local’ affairs of. 
one city by ten independent authorities. 

(á) That the unification of the civic 
areas so administered should be accom-: 
panied by a radical reform in_ the 
constitution and ‘machinery of local 
administration. 

During their two years’ work the 
members of the Greater Dublin Commis- 
sion, while meeting many objections to 
any form of amalgamation, discovered a 
general consensus of opinion ar ‘to the 
necessity of new methods of administra- 
tion.

THE COASTAL BOROUGH. 

Before the appointment of the Commis- 
sion a movement had been im existence to 
bring about the amalgamation of Kings- 
town, Blackrock, Dalkey, Killiney, and 
the adjoining parts of Rathdown Urban 
District which had become urbanised, into 
a sine and mdependent Coastal Borough.

Last night a bomb explosion—the most 
terrific in the history of Chicago—wrecked 
a ‘large brick building belonging to a 
grocery company. 

Hight persons were injured, and the 
buildings for a hundred yards around were 
damaged. The damage is- estimated at 
$100,000 (£20,000), 

Shortly «afterwards Johnny Genaro, a 
professional tout of the ‘‘ Gangland ’’ 
chiefs, was ambushed in Chicago’s China- 
town by two men who emptied their 
revolvers into his body. 

Genaro lived long enough to give the 
police the names of his assailants, thus 
breaking the wunwritten law of the

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INDIAN POLITICAL | 
SITUATION,

THE WORK OF MISSIONS. 

The gravity of the political situation in 
India was deplored at the annual meeting 
of the Dublin, Glendalough and Kildare 
Branch of the Society for the Propagation of 
the Gospel in Foreign Parts, which was held 
yesterday in thé Church. Missionary Society 
Hall, 35 Molesworth street, Dublin. | 

“We feel strongly the claim of India,” 
said the Chairman, Canon T. W. E. Drury, 
who went on to say that they followed. with 
considerable ‘anxiety the present movement 
for self-government in India, and prayed 
earnestly that the. worst features of . the 
similar movement in Ireland, of which they 
all had unhappy experience, would not be 
reproduced in that country. 

The speaker expressed the hope that the 
true Christian spirit which was maniest in 
India would yet save the situation. That 
Christian spirit, he declared, was due in no 
small measure to the missionary and 
educational work which was carried on. in 
the country. | 

ITs a'so referred to the problem of Christian 
unity at home, and pointed out that the 
problem had been tackled in a very remark- 
able way in England. 

In the annual report, which was read by 
the Secretary, the Rev. H. K. Woodward, it 
was stated that there was a feeling that if 
people would pray, and pray properly, the 
cause of missions must prosper and succeed. 
It was quite within the bounds of possibility 
that a school af some missionary nature, 1p 
which prayer would haye its place, would be 
atrangéed in the United Diocese of Dubim. 
Glendalough and Kildare during the present 
year, The receipts for 1929, exclusive of the 
Belfast figures, which were not. yet available, 
amounted to £1,145. 

Canon Drury said that the receipts, while 

showing: a slight increase. over the previous 
year’s, did not represent what thev should 
be. Still. it was a vast enterprise that they 
had. . undertaken,. and “in _mitigation of the 
figure it could be pleaded that. theirs was not 
the: only society: of the kind operating over- 
seas. ; 
' Mr. Woodward mentioned -that: the Society 
had met the challenge of a’ benefactor by 
contributing £45 against the £50 which he 
promised if a like amount were raised among 
the members for the Medical Mission én the 
occasion of its twenty-first birthday. 

Lievtenant-Colonel C. Seymour, an Irish- 
man, addressed : the ' meeting on missionary 
work-in India, of which he has had long and 
intimate experience.
